23, when some 200 books, chiefly of a political and anti- 
Japanese nature were seized. mr. ting, who has severed 
his connections with the publication of the local Chinese 
daily known as the "news vigest," however, failed to secure 
a susiness Permit from the i'rench uunicipal Vouncil before 
starting business in the said bookstore. 

A detailed report has been submitted to the srench 
Consular Authorities by the #rench Police who suggested that 
a fine of $200 be imposed on the management of the bookstore 
and that the seizure be confiscated, but no definite 
instructions have yet been received by the #rench Police.
